Gbn. Paez, of Venezuela.— A dvices from 
Caratcas announce the departure from that 
place, August 14th, of Gen. Paez, now for the 
third time a voluntary exile from his country, 
Seeking a peaceful retirement in the United 
States. His return to Venezuela a few years 
ago in one of the 'vessels then fitting out for 
the expedition to Paraguay is well remem- 
bered. He went in response to the urgent call 
Of a deputation from the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, at mnch sacrifice of personal feeling, - 
but in obedience to the claims of patriotism. 
It became necessary for him to assume the 
powers of a “dictatorship,” but the country 
enjoyed only a measure of repose. The strife 
continued, however, with but little vigor,' and 
only a few weeks ago the contending fac- 
tions finally united in the treaty of Coche. 
Gereral Falcon, having received the nomina- 
tion of the convention of Valencia as Provis- 
tonal President, has since entered the capital 
tim’d the rejoicings of the people, and the New 
York Journal of Commerce says he has 
brought to his aid a large amount of admin- 
istrative ability in the choice of a ministry. 
Dr. Irrubarrcn, Minister of the Treasury, and 
Gen. Manuel Brazual, Minister of War and 
Marine, are spoken of with high commenda- 
tion by intelligent Americans residing in the 
republic. Puerto Cabello is the only place of 
any importance which remains to the insur- 
gents. Rojas, late Secretary-General, is sup- 
posed to be on his way to the Uaited States. 
So long torn and prostrated by internal dis- 
sensions, there is reason to hope Venezuela 
•will hereafter be a more creditable representa- 
tive of republican institutions, and long be 
devoted to the arts of peace. Meanwhile the 
venerable ex-President will find a hospitable 
borne on these shores. He is accompanied by 
Generals Garedo, Garcia, and Hagadon, the 
latter bearer of despatches' to Washington. • 



A Cotton Agent. — Mr. Samuel Smith, of 
Liverpool, who has just returned from India, 
where he investigated the cotton culture, re- 
ports that large supplies of that staple can be 
drawn from India by excessive prices — in 
Other words, that the experiment is virtually 
ft failure. He says: “There can be nothing 
but ruinous loss to the cotton interests of Eng- 
land and the continent till the trade with the 
Southern ports of America is resumed, for it 
is perfectly evident that the efforts of other 
Countries than India to till the place of Amer- 
ica will prove, at least for many years, equally 
unavailing. Supposing American cotton rul- 
ed for some years at 9d to 12d per pound, In- 
dian would sell at 7d to 9d per pound, a price 
that would not only maintain the present en- 
larged scale of production, but encourage a 
Steady increase. India might furnish to Eu- 
rope at those prices one and a half millions of 
bales anpually in the place Of half a million, 
and this, with liberal additions from other 
countries, might about make up for the de- 
£ ciency of American cotton.” 

Jeff. Thompson and Capt. Kay Sent to 
Alton Prison.— Gen. Jeff. M. Thompson and 
Capt. Reuben Kay, the latter of the General’s 
staff, were, on Thursday, transferred from 
;iot Street Prison, St. Louis, to the Mili- 
tary Prison at Alton “for safe keeping.” Gen. 
Jeff, appears to have become rather trouble- 
some from the frequent applications made to 
gee him and for various favors in his behalf.

— At the resi- 
dence of a well known gentleman of this city, 
Monday evening, a party of officers and gov- 
ernment employees assempled to present to 
Charles H. Irvin, recently promoted to a Cap- 
taincy, and who has over a year faithfully 
performed the arduous duties of Quartermas- 
ter in this city, a splendid sword, sash, ani 
belt. The presentation was devised and the 
articles purchased by the clerks of Lieutenant 
Irvin’s department, who were with him since 
he assumed the duties of the department, upon 
the decease of the lamented Capt.Sterenson. 

The affair was strictly impromptu, a3 no one 
but the buyers of the articles were in the se- 
cret, Capt. Irvin being as much in the dark as 
anybody. The company comprised many of 
the resident officers and heads of departments, 
and during the evening Mr. J. Randolph Bull 
presented the sword with the following perti- 
nent remarks: 

“ Captain Charles II. Irvin. 

“Sir: I have been deputed by your old em- 
ployees in the Department to present you this 
sword, sash, and belt. You came among us 
almost a stranger, but your uniform kinduess 
to us ail has won our love and esteem, aad 
we, one and all, are ready to follow you 
wherever duty may call you. The promo- 
tion you have lately received we all know 
you have faithfully earned by your untiring 
devotion to the interests of the government 
we are serving. Accept, then, this sword as 
a testitimonial of the sincere affection and 
heartfelt regard we entertain for you.” 

Capt. Irvin received the sword, and, in re- 
ply, thanked the donors for their magnificent 
present, and pledged them to use it ouly to 
uphold the cause of liberty and union, and, if 
need be, never to sheath it until this cruel 
war is ended, and the bright morning of pe*ce 
again dawns upon our once happy land. Al- 
luding to the many pleasaat associations 
which had endeared the donors to him, he 
hoped that they would, as heretofore, contin- 
ue, and his duties iu Nashville would be re- 
membered by him as among the most pleas- 
ant of his life. 

Speeches, song, and sentiment followed the 
remarks of the Captain, and at an early hour 
the party separated, each with a full sense of 
having enjoyed a pleasant evening and of 
witnessing an impromptu presentation.

The Battle of Gettysburg. — Laying aside 
all party aspects, the war in America, looked 
upon simply as a war, ought to put human 
nature in this nineteenth century to shame. 

It is not even war on modern civilized dimen- 
sions; it is war on a barbaric scale. It is 
ancient war revived. * * * This war 
combines the newest military inventions with 
the oldest type of horror and destruction. If 
any one was not satisfied of this from former 
descriptions he might have been from the re- 
sults of the battle of Gettysburg, as just now 
more fully and accurately reported. We call 
it the battle because it was to all intents and 
purposes one battle. We have there in one 
battle 40,000 killed and wounded — i. e., a 
whole aripy put hors de combat. Of these 
10,000 are killed on the spot. Fancy such a 
solid mass of slaughter to be the work of one 
battle. Ten thousand dead bodies on one 
field! Is it a scene of a civilized, mercantile, 
cotton-growing, cotton-spinning age — an age 
which boasts itself a peaceful age, au age 
which has discarded the pride of the soldier 
for the triumphs of the social improver, and 
adopted “Exhibitions” as its victories? Or 
is it a scene of the age of Alaric or Attila? 

* * It is a revolting idea that these 

frightful events should be takiug place, and 
that they should pass over us without creating 
even the sense of a contrast — the contrast of 
our situation with that ot these unfortunate 
cousins of ours. Here we are iu this island 
of ours, — we never look on war; we do not 
know what war is as a spectacle. • We are at 
war, indeed, sometimes; we make war, but 
we never see it; we do not catch a glimpse of 
it; we are never touched by the faintest stir 
ot its most distant skirts. Our troops know 
what war is, but we only know it by our 
pockets being a little lighter than usual. We 
pay for war, but we keep our creditor at a 
distance, and send him his money by check. 
What a difference it would make if war made 
one day his appearance among us, not in the 
shape of a Chancellor of the Exchequer s 
Budget, but in propria personal How would 
his tugged visage horrify usl Cannot we 
guess how we should feel at passing through 
“the lines,” at catching sight of a battery on 
the brow of the next hill, at meeting files of 
troops and trains of artillery and military 
baggage as we went to pay our visit of busi- 
ness to the next town, or our call of condol- 
ence upon Eome mourning relations? At the 
first sight of a sentinel pacing on some hith- 
erto tranquil rural path our whole image of 
comfortable, secure, ploughing and sowing 
England would crumble into fragments, and 
we should feel ourselves in another country. 
We should feel that a tie had broken, and that 
wc had lost the England of our birth. * * 

* Or can we picture to ourselves what the 
news of a battle would be, fought at Maiden- 
head or Dorking, on Salisbury Plain, or on 
the Hog’s Back, and how strange the very an- 
nouncement would sound to oar ears, as if a 
law of nature had been broken in the fact of 
an engagement between two armies having 
really taken place on English soil? If we 
can, then we may feel how striking is the 
contrast between the situation of the Ameri- 
cans and of ourselves, and what the miseries 
and horrors are from which we are hitherto 
preserved. In parts of the United States the 
population is being literally fed on “rations. 1 
Between ViekBburg|and Jackson “the country 
is completely devastated. No subsistence of 
sny kind remains. Every growing crop was 
destroyed where possible. Wheat was burnt 
in the barn and stack, wherever found. All 
subsistence was brought off or destroyed. 
Live stock was used or brought away every- 
where. Thousands are applying for food to 
sustain life. Gen. Grant is opposed to alt 
opening of trade for the present. His experi- 
ence has been that trade retarded military op- 
erations.” 

The battle of Gettysburg does, indeed, ap- 
pear to have presented some of the grandest 
scene of the horribly sublime kind that have 
been seen in any war. Our correspondent, de- 
scribing the charge of the Confederates up the 
Cemetery Hill, held by the Federal centre, 
writes: “I should have fancied flat no such 
scenes had ever before reached mortal eye or 
ear. A thick canopy of smoke, constantly 
rent by bright, darting flashes of flame, cast 
its dense pall over the struggling, bleeding 
thousands who toiled and died in its centre, 
while out of the opaque gloom, as though from 
the bowels of the earth, one deep, prolonged 
bellowing roar never ceased to issue. Through 
the deepening twilight, and on far into the 
night, the fierce struggle continued, until in 
the gloom the dazzling parabolas of flame, 
bursting into sparkling jets and coruscations, 
as the shells cracked and exploded, made a 
ghastly pyrotechnic display." The first day, 
however, was exceeded oy the second. “Tne 
thundering roar of all the accumulated battles 
ever fought upon earth, rolled into one vol- 
ume, could hardly have rent the skies with 
fiercer or more unearthly resonance and ditv 
Far back into the mountains the reverbera- 
tions, rolling from hillside to hillside, startled 
strange and unmusical echoes. Vast cumuli 
of cloud, such as would have shrouded 10,000 
Homeric goddesses, .... floated over the 
strife; horses, the suffering and tortured min- 
isters of man’s fury and wrath, lay thickly 
dead and horribly mutilated upon the ground; 
constantly from out of the white pall of vapor 
issued wounded and mangled men, au i ru- 
mors that this or that General was killed, that 
this or that regiment was reduced to a corpo- 
ral's guard, traceable to no authentic source, 
neither believed nor disbelieved by the listen- 
ers, rose, as it were, out of the ground.” Such 
is war, and, with this before them, there is 
an appetite for fighting which the con- 
tinuance of war produces. There can be no 
doubt, according to our correspondent, that it 
was “the cry for immediate battle" which im- 
pelled Gen. Lee to the attack of the Federal 
position at Gettysburg that ended so disastrous- 
ly for the Confederates. “A cry for immediate 
battle, louderand more peremptory than ever, 
ascended from the Highlanders of Claver- 
bouse or Montrose, swelled the gale — timid 
and hesitating counsels were impatiently dis- 
carded, and, as it appeared to me, the mature 
and cautious wisaom of Gen. Lee had no 
choice but to float with the current.” 

In the thick of the fire General Longstreet 
was obliged to silence the cheering of his 
men, and from the very “ambulances, bear- 
ing their ghastly load of wounded men to the 
rear,” there issued the loudest hurrahs as 
Gen. Lee passed. War certainly does bring 
out a class of fine qualities in human nature, 
and briDgs them out in a way in which no 
other life can. Unfortunately in the great 
mass it produces a counterbalance. The very 
man who is a hero on the field is a brute when 
the battle is over. He is insolent, arrogant, 
and selfish, and his government is a curse to 
the soil he has won. And that is the curse 
under which a large part of the United States 
now groans. There is a flash of heroism 
while the storm of the battle lasts, but the 
steady temptations of every-day life in a hos- 
tile country sap a moral foundation which 
was never strong, and make the soldier too 
often a grasping tyrant.. Unfortunate Amer- 
ica now feels his iron grasp, and it may be 
long before she is released from it. 



The Effects of Street Railroads. — The 
authorities of Indianapolis have before them a 
proposition to build a street railroad in that 
city, and are seeking information in regard to 
the effects of such enterprises. Among the 
other evidence brought before them was a let- 
ter from a gentleman who bad visited Buffalo, 
Detroit, and Cleveland for the purpose of ex- 
amining the street railroads. He considers 
that Cleveland furnishes the nearest parallel to 
Indianapolis in size, situation, and prospects, 
and therefore take3 its roads as an indication 
of the value of roads in the latter place. 
Speaking of the East Cleveland Road, he says: 

I have called on several of the most promi- 
nent dealers in real estate here, and received 
their united testimony to the fact, that this 
road, since its completion out two miles, has 
increased the value of real estate in that lo- 
cality from thirty to fifty per cent; and it has 
be<n in operation only a year and a half. As 
Us advantages are being better understood 
by the people along it, from month to month, 
the value of real estate near it i3 increasing 
constantly and rapidly. 

Another great advantage which property- 
holders have derived from it is that land 
w hich they had for some time before the com- 
pletion of the road, upon the market, and 
would not sell, now meets with ready sale at 
largely increased prices. It has brought coun- 
try and city together. 

Lands that two years ago were used only 
for farming purposes, or pasture fields, have 
become elegant country seats, and splendid, in 
some instances palatial, residences have been 
built there. 

Many persons doing business in the city 
finding they could, through the convenience 
of a street passenger way, secure all the com- 
forts of the country to their families with lit- 
tle sacrifice of time in passing from home to 
business, have rented or sold their houses 
down town and built out on the line of the 
road, away from the noise of business and the 
dust of the city. This is the natural influence 
of street passenger ways. I have observed it 
in ail the cities I have visited. Elegant villas 
have sprung up, as by magic, all along the 
roads I have referred to. Tasteful yards full 
of shrubbery and flowers beautify these sub- 
urban homes, making Cleveland tbe most 
pleasant and beautiful city iu the West. 

The road of which I have above spoken 
(called the East Cleveland Road) is doing a 
fine business, and paying a large interest on 
the capital invested. " Through the politeness 
of its officers I have access to the books of tbe 
company, and find the gross average earning3 
of the road to be over $G0 daily, and itsjdaily 
average expense to be less than $40; thus mak- 
ing a net annual earning of over $7000 on an 
investment of $27,000. This, too, is upon only 
two miles of road.

Cave Hotel, Sept. 2, 1863. 
Incident to this unnatural warfare, the Cave 
has been lor a time isolated from the world of 
travellers who were once wont to visit it in 
such numbers. Fora period of two years the 
beautiful domes and chambers and avenues ot 
the subterranean wonder have been abandoned 
to their own natural solitude, with but occa- 
sional interruptions from unexpected visitors. 
This monotony has been broken, however, and 
the Cave is again beginning to share some 
what of “the glory of old days.” 

Several large parties have, withyonr corres- 
pondent, shared tbe princely hospitality of our 
old (tiend Owsley within the past month, the 
most noteworthy of the these parties being 
composed of a newly-married couple and their 
happy retinue, embracing half a dozen ladies 
and their escorts from Christian and Trigg 
counties. It was the good fortune or 
the writer hereof and his travelling com- 
panion to join this happy throng in their 
explorations of the labyrinths of the Cave, 
and his first impressions of its grandeur and 
solemn beauty were softened to his senses by 
the influence of the delightful as o i ition.

These charming young ladies bore away with 
them some fine specimens of the rocky curi- 
osities with which the Cave abounds, and at 
least two of them have in their collections of 
relics two very choice specimens of a sub- 
stance somewhat hardened by its exposure to 
the chilling atmosphere of the world, the loss 
of which has been the price of several, nights’ 
rest to two pice yonng men, who have since 
been wanderiDg about invoking the fairies of 
these woods to “give them back their hearts 
again." 

But, great as are the attractions of the 
Cave, this region has other charms to woo the 
admirer of nature and the seeker after rest. 
Turkeys and squirrels and partridges and 
pheasants are quite plentiful in old Edmonson, 
and the unpractised hunter might here in- 
dulge a realization of hi3 dreams of an attack 
of “buck ague,” for the deer is by no means a 
stranger to tbe gentle slopes of the surround- 
ing hills. Hire the disciple of Walton may 
fiud ample opportunity for the indulgence of 
bis angling proclivities, for the silvery tide 
ot tbe Grten River flows within half a mile of 
the Hotel. Indeed there is no more inviting 
spot, east or west, than the Cave and its sur- 
roundings, as enjoyed under the pleasant in- 
fluences of our princely host Owsley, of the 
Hotel, whose attentions, without being too 
profuse, are most gratifying. 

The Cave, as all your readers know, is within 
less than a day’s ride of Louisville; and so 
pleasant is the journey you half regret its 
completion w hen, after a jaunt of two hours 
in the stage from Cave City to the Cave, under 
the cartful charge of Mr. Dalby, the discoverer 
and proprietor of the Osceola Cave, you are 
safely set down amid the charming walks and 
under the quiet shades of the Cave Hotel and 
“those demesne parts that there adjacent lie; ’ 
and, having hardly forgotten the sumptuous 
fare with which Uncle Joe Quigley, of the 
Cave City Hotel, tempts the appetites of his 
guests, the early evening meal is soon an- 
nounced. 

For a day’s pleasure, or for a fortnight's 
quiet enjoyment commend me to the Cave 
and to the care of our kind friend Owsley.

■Washington, Sept. 7. 

Government has received despatches from 
General Burnside, which state that his cav- 
alry advanced upon Knoxville on tbe 5th 
inst , and after some resistance from a small 
rebel force, which was soon repulsed, the city 
was captured. When General Burnsides 
forces arrived before Kingston some resistance 
was made, but the enemy soon fell back and 
fetreated. At this point a cavalry force sent 
out from Rosecrans joined Burnside’s force. 
The latter pushed this column along to the 
mouth of Little Tennessee River, where a 
sharp fight took place, but tbe enemy was 
completely routed with considerable loss. 
Our loss in all the skirmishing was trifling. 

The latest despatch received by the Govern- 
ment from Rosecrans, to the 5th irist., says that 
the situation is entirely satisfactory. 

General Pleasanton’ has completed his of- 
ficial report of the operations of tbe cavalry in 
the late campaign. It exhibit^ the surprising 
fact that tbe total loss of the cavalry corps 
from June 7th to the present time, in killed, 
wounded, and missing, is upward of 4,000. 

The sensation report of sending Grant’s ar- 
my to the Rio Grande to repress the invasion 
of Texas by the French is discredited here. 

It turns out to be true that Gen. Meigs has 
been removed from his position as Quarter- 
master General. Jiufu3 Ingalls, Chief Quar- 
termaster of the Army of the Potomac, is 
prominently named as his successor. General 
Ripley, for many years Chief of Ordnance, 
and Col. Taylor, for 30 years Commissary of 
Subsistence, and Surgeon-General Hammond, 
have all been removed. An official order to 
the above effect will soon be made public. 
This wholesale change of old and prominent 
officials causes quite a sensation in army cir- 
cles. 

The Milroy court of inquiry ended its ses- 
sion to-day by special order. Its evidence, 
without any verdict being rendered, was trans- 
mitted to the headquarters of the army. 

Tbe rebels prepared an ambuscade for a par- 
ty of the 6th Ohio Cavalry on Friday as they 
were returning from a reconnoissauce beyond 
the Rappahannock, and succeeded in wound- 
ing ana taptaring thirty of them. The com- 
mander, Major Pryor, was wounded, but es- 
caped capture. 

Taking advantage of the absence of a vedette 
from his station the rebels made a sudden de- 
scent on our advanced line on Sunday. They 
killed and captured five men. Among the 
former was Lieut. Lyon, of the 1st Pennsyl- 
vania cavalry. They secured an amboy of 
mules and horses. 

Reliable information says that the public 
debt has not increased since tbe last published 
statement over the aggregate amount of the 
5-20 bonds issued. During the last six weeks 
suspended claims amounting to $30,000,000 
have accumulated against the Treasury. The 
loan of $50,000,000 asked of Eastern banks by 
Secretary Chase is intended to pay off these 
claims, leaving a handsome balance to carry 
ou the Government until the new notes are 
ready for issue. 

Tbe commandant of the Baltimore A Ohio 
Railroad in the ci’.y reports that 650,000 
soldiers raised through it during the fiscal 
year of 1862. 

Tne Buell court-martial lies undisturbed in 
the Wur Department. Judge Advocate Holt 
transmitted his review of the record at the 
adjournment and left the court, but no hand 
of resurrection has reached them. 

Memphis, Sent. 5. 

Advices from Duvall's Bluff to the 30th ult. 
are received. The rebels were massing their 
forces east of Bayou Meteor* and showing 
gieat activity. It was thought the movement 
was but a feint and that Price was falling 
back toward Little Rock. 

GeD. Davidson’s position is a very strong 
one, and so tar he has shown fighting qualities 
which place him in .the front ranks of suc- 
ceealul officers. 

The sanitary condition of the army is about 
as last reported. A good many of the men 
are tick with chills aud lever, but in this re- 
spect the Federal army is no worse than the 
rebels. As soon as notice was given to Gen. 
Hovey that a large number of guerillas were 
concentrated at Morgan's, La., two gunboat 3 
wtre sent to that point to drive the rebels off. 

After shelling the levee for about two hours, 
the rebels were compelled to abandon their 
position, with a loss of 57 killed and wound- 
ed. Un the arrival of the Sunny South this 
morning at Crow Island, twenty miles below 
this city, she was fired upon by about thirty 
guerillas from the Arkansas shore — the upper 
portion of the cabin receiving thirty-two shots. 
None were hurt. The Tecum3eh was fired 
into at the same point. 

Quite a force Oi guerillas have assembled at 
Thompson’s Bend, where they have planted 
two 12- pounder guns. A gunboat has left for 
that point to shell them off. 

On the arrival of the Sallie Robinson at a 
point a short distance below Red river she was 
fired into from the Louisiana shore by a band 
of guerillas, killing 10 and wounding 23 sol- 
diers. She was considerably cut to pieces by 
Minie balls. 

The officers of the Gladiator saw a good 
maDy guerillas near Baton Rouge, but that 
steamer kept clear of them. When sne arrived 
off Tompkins she was fired at, and immedi- 
ately in front of her a shell exploded; no one 
was hurt. A gunboat being near her, the 
firing ceased.

New York, Sept. 8. 

A Morris Island letter to the Times states 
that the enemy has been lately reinforced 
with 2,000 troops from Lee’s army.

His chief pilot, and others who have been at 
a favorable distance to observe, assert that the 
northwest wall of Sumpter is as sound as 
ever, and tb&t six guns are mounted on the 
parapet, one or more of which fired rounds of 
shell last Saturday. Now then, if Sumpter is 
not silenced, we must wait until it is. That 
is the first step acknowledged by competent 
authority to be taken. We hope for the best.

A Tribune’s despatch says Capt. Sharrar, 
wnn a portion of the 1st Indiana cavalry, 
Gen. Howard's body-guard, m&de a reern- 
noissance to the vicinity of Aldies, near Cold 
Spring Gap. He encountered a body of 
Mqreby s men, and had a, skirmish with them, 
driving them off, and bringing fouriu a 3 pris- 
oners.

Memphis, September 4. 

A refugee from Columbus, Mis3., has arrived 
here, who has been in the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment of the rebel army for the pa3t two 
years, and ha3 had more than ordinary oppor- 
tunities for observing, sbttes that Joanston’s 
losses were fifty men per night by desertion. 
His atmy is dispirited and demoralized, and 
those » ho have not deserted only wait tor an 
opportunity to do so. 

Rebel officers estimate the number of 
troops between Columbus, Miss., and Corinth 
at seven thousand. Two regiments of John- 
ston’s army have been sent to Georgia, and 
t» o came up to Okoloaa recently to repel an 
expected Yankee raid. 

Reconstruction committees were appointed 
by the Unionists in the vicinity of Columbus, 
but the movement was suppressed by the mil- 
itary. There is a strong latent Union feeling 
among the inhabitants, which is becoming 
more open and'bold in manifestation. 

Citizens regard the rebel troops as oppres- 
sors and invaders, and look anxiously for the 
advance of the Yankees among them. De- 
serters from Bragg’s army reached here, stat- 
ing that they are on third rations, which 
consists of beef, rice, and corn meal. 

Bragg's headquarters are at Shelbyville. 
His force is about 25,000 men. They are much 
dispirited and anxious to throw down their 
arms. 

The wheat crop throughout the country is 
good. The Confederate government is seizing 
every tenth bushel for taxes. 

Rebel officers acknowledge that they will be 
obliged to give up all the country north of Coo- 
sa river. In St. Clair county the Union feeling 
is so strong the secessionists are not allowed 
to stay there. In other sections men are se- 
creted in swamps and caves, and would join 
the Federal army but for the danger of being 
captured by rebels while making their way to 
our lines. 

Three hundred deserters are rendezvoused 
in Winston county, ail armed and determined 
to resist the rebei authorities to the last. 

The rebels are conscripting negroes at Talle- 
dega and building breastworks at Selma. 

These statements are daily confirmed by 
deserters and refugees, aad are believed to be 
true. 

A deserter from Tupello, formerly an or- 
derly to Gen. Ferguson, arrived here and re- 
ports that Ferguson has at Tnpello and Ponto- 
toc four thousand cavalry, with ten pieces of 
artillery. He also reports that Ferguson was 
contemplating a raid on tbe Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad, while Ruddy is to make 
an attack ou Glendale, miss., at the same 
time. 

Neweome with 700 men is near Jackson, 
Tenn., conscripting. The sanitary condition 
of Hurlbut's corps is good, aud the troops are 
in fine spirits.

Chattanooga. — The city of Chattanooga 
used to contain about 5,000 inhabitants, four 
or five churches, five hotels, two printing of- 
fices, a bank, a number of very fine residences, 
Ac. It is in Hamilton county, Tenn., just 
north of the dividing line between that State 
and Georgia, situated on the left bank of the 
Tennessee river, and is the northern terminus 
of the Western and Atlantic Railway^, the 
southern terminus of which is Atlanta, Ga._ It 
is also tbe eastern terminus of the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Railroad, and forms an an- 
gular connection with the line of the railroad 
Irom Charleston, S. C., to Memphis, Tenn. It 
is 151 miles from Nashville, 432 mile3 from 
Savannah, and 477 miles from Charleston. 
Tbe city is situated on a high bluff overlook- 
ing the rushing waters of the Tennessee river, 
whicn, at this point, spreads out to a greater 
extent than at many others in the vicinity. 
Being the terminus of two important roads, 
and the most prominent point on another 
(tbe Charleston and Memphis), it became the 
most available place where the rolling 3tock 
of all could be repaired and new stock manu- 
factured. Hence were established here nu- 
merous machine shops, founderies, &c., which, 
up to the outbreak of the rebellion, were do- 
ing a thriving business and contributing, in a 
great measure, to the advancement and pros- 
perity of the place. % 

The Tennessee river is navigable for stesm- 
boats from the Muscle Shoals, twenty miles in 
extent, above Florence. Ala., up to Knoxville, 
Tenn., which is 110 miles by railroad northeast 
of Chattanooga, and of coarse much further 
by the windings of the river. The upper wa- 
ters of the Tennessee are extremely beautiful, 
varied as the landscape is in wild mountain 
scenes and pastoral lands. The Lookout 
Mountains, immediately around Chattanooga, 
and in which so many deserters from the rebel 
army are said to have been awaiting Rose- 
crane’s comitig, form one of the boldest aud 
most romantic objects to be seen.

Last Saturday night a party ot 
about sixteen, consisting of three Federal of- 
ficers and twelve or thirteen citizens, went to 
M< D.’s house with a determination to tar and 
feather him. Having got wind of their de- 
sign, he was prepared for them, for he had 
several well-armed friends with him. The 
assailing party, expecting no resistance, 
knocked at the door and demanded Mc- 
Daniel’s appearance. Instantly the flame 
of muskets and pistols streamed from the 
windows, and Lieutenant Samuel Gowdy of 
the Second Maryland fell dead on the spot, and 
three citizens were quite severely though not 
mortally wounded, and perhaps two others 
slightly. The outside party was routed, aad 
McDaniqi made his escape. McD. has not 
been in Frankfort since, and probably could 
not show himself there safely. 

Much excitement still exists in Frankfort, 
and serious fears are entertained that the 
trouble is not at an end.

Exciting Timesonthe River — Boats Fired 
Into. — In our last issue we mentioned that the 
steamer Emerald, while ou her last trip be- 
tween this city and Vicksburg, had been fired 
into by guerillas at Gaines's Landing. We 
have this morning to record two more attacks 
on other boats. 

One day last week the elegant steamer 
Planet, Capt. M. A. Fisher, left this port for 
Vicksburg. We yesterday received intelli- 
gence that at some point below Napoleon, al- 
though the precise location could not begiven 
by our informant, she received a volley of 
musketry from guerillas, or bushwhackers, 
concealed on the Arkansas shore. Without 
stopping to ascertain the extent of the dam- 
age, extra steam was brought in requisition, 
and the boat was soon beyond the range of 
the fire. Subsequent examination revealed 
that although none of the passengers or crew 
were iijnred, five horses on the lower deck 
had been killed by the volley. 

It will be remembered that tbe splendid 
packet Atlantic, commanded by the popular 
Capt. Harry McDougal, left this port far New 
Orleans. We learn by the arrival of. the 
Sultana, which reached the city yesterday af- 
ternoon. that while passing Morgan’s Bend, 
below Vicksburg, sbe was fired into from the 
Louisiana shore. Eighteen balls penetrated 
her works, causing much excitement among 
her passengers and wounding one of them, a 
lady, whose name we have not learned. The 
guerillas were reported to be twenty in num- 
ber. The Atlantic reached New. Orleans with- 
out further molestation, and was announced 
to leave for this city and Louisville on the 
31st ult. 

A portion of the Army of the Gulf was to 
be reviewed in New Orleans on the 1st. Ex- 
tensive preparations were in progress to make 
the review one of the fine3t affairs of the 
war. 

The Emerald, whose ill luck at Gaiues’s 
Landing has already been narrated in the Ar- 
gus, arrived from below yesterday. From her 
officers we learn that no one was killed dur- 
ing the attacks, as at first reported. One man, 
however, received a shot which passed clear 
through his body. It is feared he cannot re- 
cover. Two others were also wounded, but 
their injuries are not of a serious nature.

Miss Walker, 
like Miss Giles, recently came through tbe 
enemy’s lines for the purpose of keeping her 
engagement with her darling Frank.” 

The Damage to the Corn Crop. — During 
the past two days we, have published several 
columns of despatches and letters from all 
parts of this State, and from some portions of 
Iowa and Wisconsin, with regard to the in- 
jurv sustained by our corn crop ou account of 
the’ recent frosts; and to-day we publish an- 
other batch of letters and despatches on the 
same subject. From all these the conclusions 
to be drawn are; That the fr03t his been more 
severe in Central Illinois than in Iowa or Wis- 
consin: that the corn planted early on high 
ground has escaped with but little injury; hut 
that all late planted corn, and especially that 
on low ground, is nearly destroyed for com- 
mercial purposes. There will be, it is true, 
plenty of corn; but in quality it will probably 
not bear any comparison with the crop of 
1862. It will be dangerous to handle a large 
portion ot tbe crop, and will consequently be 
less valuable. We advise farmers who have 
frosted c5rn to feed it to hogs and cattle a* fast 
as they can .— Chicago Tribune, Sept. 3. 



The Letter of the Pbesipent. — The fol- 
Iiwingis a correct copy of the letter of the 
President of the United States to the “Mass 
Convention of the unconditional Union men 
of the State of Illinois,” which met at Spring- 
field in that State last week. The telegraphic 
copy of this letter contains many errors: 

Executive Mansion, ) 
Washington, August 26, 1863. J 
lion. James C. Conklin : 

My Dear Sir: Your letter inviting me to at- 
tend a mass meeting of unconditional Union 
meD, to be held at the capital of Illinois on the 
third clay ot September, has been received. It 
w ould be very agreeable to me thus to meet my 
old friends at my own home, but I caunot just 
now be absent from this city so long as a visit 
there would require. 

The meeting is to be of all those who main- 
tain unconditional devotion to the Union, and 
1 am sure my old political friends will thank 
me for tendering, as I do, the nation’s gratitude 
to those other noble men whom no partisan 
malice or partisan hope can mike false to the 
nation’s life. There are those who are dissat- 
isfied with me. To such I would say, you 
desire peace, and you blame me that we do 
not have it; but how can we attain it? There 
are bnt three conceivable ways. First — To 
suppress the rebellion by force of arms. This 
1 am trying to do. Are you for it? If you 
are, so far we are agreed. If you are not for 
it, a second way is to give up the Union. I 
am against this. Are you for it? If 
you are, you should say so plainly. If 
you are not for force, nor yet for disso- 
lution, there only remains some imagina- 
ry compromise. I do not believe that any 
compromise embracing the maintenance of 
the Union is now possible. All I learn 
leads to a directly opposite belief/ The 
strength of the rebellion is in its military— its 
army — that army dominates ail the country 
aDd all tbe people within its range. 

Any offer of terms made by any man or 
men within that range in opposition to that 
atmy is simply nothing for the present, be- 
came such man or men have no power what- 
ever to enforce their side of a compromise, if 
one were made with them. To illustrate, sup- 
pose refugees from the Sooth and peace men 
from the North meet together in convention 
and frame and proclaim a compromise, em- 
bracing a restoration of the Union, in wnat 
way can that compromise be used to keep 
Lee’s army out of Pennsylvania? Meade’s 
army can keep Lee’s army out of Pennsyl- 
vania, and, I think, can ultimately drive it 
out of existence; but no paper compromise to 
which the controllers of Lee's army are net 
agreed can et all affect that army. 

In an effort at such compromise we should 
waste time, which the enemy would im- 
prove to our disadvantage, and that would 
be all. A compromise to be effective must be 
made either with those who control the rebel 
army or with the people first liberatedfrom the 
domination of that army by the successes of 
Our atmy. Now, allow me to assure you that no 
w oid or intimation from that rebe' army, or 
from any of tbe men controlling it, in relation 
to hny peace compromise, has ever come to n.y 
knowledge or belief. All charges and intima- 
tions to the contrary are deceptive and ground- 
less; and I promise you that if any such prop- 
osition shall hereafter come it shall not be re- 
jected and kept secret from you. 

I freely acknowledge myself the servaLt 
of the people, according to the bond of 
the service — the United States Constitution — 
and ns such I am responsible to them. Bnt, 
to be plain, you are dissatisfied with me about 
tbe negro. Quite likely there is adiffereuceof 
opinion between you and myself upsn that sub- 
ject. 1 certainly wish that all men could be 
free, while I suppose you do not. Yet I have 
neither adopted nor proposed any measure 
which is not consistent with even your view, 
provided you are for the Union. I sug- 
gested compensated emancipation, to which 
you replied yon wished not to be taxed 
to buy negroes. But I had not asked you to 
be taxed to buy negroes except iu such way 
as to save you from greater taxation to sava 
the Union exclusively by other means. 

You dislike the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion and perhaps you would have it retracted. 
Yon say it is unconstitutional. I think differ- 
ently.' I think the Constitution invests its 
commander-in-chief with the law of war in 
time of war. The most that can be said, if 
so much, is that slaves are property. 

Is there, has there ever been any ques- 
tion that by the law of war property both 
of enemies and friends may be taken when 
needed? And is it not needed whenever 
takiDg it helps us or hurts the onemy? 
Aimies the world over destroy enemy’s 
property when they cannot use it, and even 
destroy their own to keep it from the enemy. 
Civilized belligerents do all in tbeir power to 
help themselves or hurt the enemy, except a 
few things regarded as barbarous or cruel. 
Among the exceptions are the massacre of 
vanquished foes and non-combatants, male 
and female; bnt tbe proclamation, as law, 
either is valid or is not valid. If it is not val- 
id, it needs no retraction; if it is valid, it can- 
not be retracted any more than the dead can 
be brought to life. 

Some of you profess to think Us retraction 
would operate favorably for the Union. Why 
better after the retraction than before the is- 
sue? There was more than a year and a half 
of trial to suppress the rebellion be fare the 
proclamation issued; the last one hundred 
days of w hich passed under explicit notice - 
that it was coming unless averted by those in 
revolt returning to their allegiance. * 

The war has certainly progressed as favora- 
bly for us since the issue of the proclamation 
as before. I know as fully as one can know 
the opinions of others, that some of the com- 
manderaof our armies in the field, who have 
given us our most important successes, believe 
the emancipation policy and the use of the 
colored troops constitute the heaviest blow 
yet dealt to the rebellion, and that at least 
one of those important successes could not 
have been achieved when it was but for the 
aid of black soldiers. 

Among the commanders holding these views 
are seme who have never had any affinity 
with what is called abolitionism, or with 
Republican party politics, but who hold them 
purely as military opinions. I submit these 
opinions as being entitled to some weight 
against the objections often urged that eman- 
cipation and arming the blacks are unwise as 
military measures, aud were not adopted 83 
such in good faith. You say that you will not 
fieht to free negroes. Some of them seem 
wil ing to fight for you. But no matter; 
fight you then exclusively to save the Union. 

1 issued the proclamation on purpose to aid 
you in saving the Union. Whenever you 
shall have conquered all resistance to the 
Union, if I shall urge you to continue fight- 
ing, it will be an apt time then for you to de- 
clare you will not fight to free negroes. I 
thought that in your struggle for the Union, 
to whatever extent the negroes should cease 
helping the enemy, to that extent it weakened 
the enemy in his resistance to you. Do you 
think differently? 

I thought that whatever negroes can be got 
to do as soldiers leaves just so much less for. 
white soldiers to do in saving the Union. Does 
it appear otherwise to you? But negroes, 
like other people, aof upon motives. Why 
should they do anything for us if we will 
do nothing for them? If they stake their 
lives for us they mu3t be prompted by the 
strongest motive — even the promise of free- 
dom — and, the promise being made, must be 
kept. Tbe signs look better. The Father of 
Waters again goes unvexed to the sea. Thanks 
to tbe great Northwest for it. Nor yet wholly 
to them. Three hundred miles up they met 
New England, Empire, Keystone, and New 
Jersey hewing their way right and left. The 
sunny South, tpo, in more colors than one, 
also lent a hand. On the spot, their part 
of the history was jotted down in black and 
white. Tbe job was a great national one. 
and let none be banned who bore an honorable 
part in it. While those who have cleared 
the great river may well be proud, even that 
is not ail. It is hard to say that anything has 
been more bravely and well done than at 
Antietara, Murfreesboro, Gettysburg, and on 
many fields of leaser note. Nor must Uncle 
Sam’s webbed feet be forgotten. At all the 
watery margins they have been present; 
not only on the deep sea, the broad 
bay, aud the rapid rivers, but also 
up the narrow, muddy bayou; and wherever 
the ground was a little damp they have been 
and made their tracks. Thanks to all for the 
great Republic, foq/ho principle it lives by 
and keeps alive — for man’s vast future — thanks 
to all.. 

Peace does not appear so instant as it 
did. I hope it will come soon, and come 
to stay, ana so come as to be worth the keep- 
ing in all future time. It will then hav*been 
proved that among freemen there can be no 
successful appeal" from the ballot to the bullet, 
and that they who take such appeal are 
Eure to lose their cause aud pay the 
cost. Aud then there will be some black 
men who can remember that with silent 
tongue and clenched teeth, and steady eye 
and well-poised bayonet, they have helped 
mankind on to this great consummation; while 
1 fear that there will be some white ones 
unable to forget that, with malignant heart 
and deceitful speech, they have strove to hin- 
der it. (Still, let us not be over sanguine of 
a speedy final triumph. Let us be quite so- 
ber. Let us diligently apply the means, 
never doubting that a just God in his own 
good time will give us the rightful result.

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request of Gea. Rosecran?, mass- 
es were said in the Roman Catholic churches 
of Cincinnati on Monday for the success of his 
army. We hope that these masses held in 
Cincinnati will be, under the favor of God, no 
less potent in the achievement of a mighty 
victory than the serried masses under the gal- 
lant General's command. We regard this re- 
ligious rite as the indication of an immediate 
or speedy battle. The expectation in Cincin- 
nati seems to have been that Chattanooga 
would be attacked yesterday. 

We were of course gratified to learn that 
Gen. Buckner, with his army, evacuated 
Knoxville and its defences, with very little 
resistance, upon the approach of Gen. Burn- 
side, but all this has not encouraged us to be- 
lieve, that, without a great battle, that section 
of Tennessee can be redeemed by the Federal 
aims. One despatch speaks of Bragg’s having 
been at the last dates at Atlanta in Georgia, 
but we have little doubt that he and Buckner 
are both at or near Chattanooga, prepared to 
act together against Rosecrans and Burnside. 
There are statements that Bragg has of late 
been considerably if not very greatly rein- 
forced from Gen. Jo Johnston’s army, and we 
have no doubt that the rebel force now con- 
centrated for battle at or near Chattanooga is 
exceedingly formidable in numbers as well as 
in position. We cannot but apprehend that 
an attempt to storm that strong point would 
be exceedingly hazardous, but the Union 
Generals have far more knowledge of the 
situation than we have, and we ( rely upon 
their judgment. We shall continue to have 
confidence that what they do is right until 
resalts shall show the contrary. 

The Richmond Enquirer, the immediate or- 
gan of the Confederate administration, recent- 
ly expressed its conviction that the next great 
battle of the war would be for the possession 
of East Tennessee, and undoubtedly the En- 
quirer spoke with a knowledge of the designs 
of the Confederate civil and military authori- 
ties. Those authorities know that it would be 
death to their cause to give up East Tennessee 
either willingly or by compulsion, inasmuch 
as the possession of the Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia railroad and the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, both of which would then be held by 
us, would sever and destroy what is left of the 
Confederacy. HencS we cannot but think it 
certain that vast rebel preparations, vast we 
mean in proportion to rebel resources, have 
been made for a grand struggle at Chattanoo- 
ga. The defeat of the Confederacy there 
would be its death. The work before Rose- 
crans and Burnside is scarcely less full of peril 
than victory, if won, will be of glory. The 
relative situations of the belligerent armies 
are such, that, if the Union Generals achieve 
a victory at all, it will be a mighty, an over- 
whelming one, involving the capture or de- 
struction of the whole Confederate host. 



We have referred, more than once, to 
the notorious fact, that in most cases where 
men, after having gone from Kentucky and 
joined the rebel army, have returned at vari- 
ous times and taken the oath of allegiance, 
they have proved false to that oath, either go- 
ing directly back at the first opportunity and 
resuming arms against the Federal Govern- 
ment, or remaining at home to talk disloyalty 
and encourage disloyalty and act disloyalty. 
The evil has become so huge and monstrous 
that our brave officers and soldiers, devoting 
themselves honestly and with their whole 
hearts to their great duties, are out of all pv 
tience with it. The idea of men’s engaging 
in the rebel service, joining guerilla bands, 
participating in horse-thefts, house-burning3, 
murders, and outrages generally, and, when- 
ever they want rest or recreation or think 
they can obtain valuable information for their 
leaders, coming home and taking an oath with 
a view either to steal back within a brief pe- 
riod to their rebel friends or to remain among 
ns as spies, traitors, and mischief-makers, is 
certainly beyond all loyal endurance. 

It is an ascertained fact, as we stated the 
other day, that a large portion of those rebels, 
who for some time past have been captured 
and sent to the various Western Military 
Prisons, are found, from the records, to be 
persons who came home from a first instal- 
ment of Confederate service, and, after taking 
the oath here and giving the necessary bonds, 
returned to "Dixie” and entered npon a second 
instalment. This fact, alike startling and in- 
famous, should, in connection with other facts 
named, convince our military authorities of 
several things — first, the propriety of being 
exceedingly careful and distrustful in regard 
to permitting returning rebels to take the oath 
of allegiance and remain among us as free 
citizens; secondly, the importance of forcing 
the pecuniary penalties of all forfeited bonds 
to the last farthing; and, thirdly, the necessity 
of punishing the recaptured, perjured, doubly- 
dyed traitors to the uttermost extent of mili- 
tary law. Only in 6ome preculiarand extreme 
case should a returning rebel, especially a 
guerilla, be allowed to take the oath, give 
bond, and remain here; we doubt whether in 
any case the penalty of a forfeited bond should 
be left unenforced; and surely in every case, 
where men once released under oath and 
bond, are recaptured in arms, the amplest 
physical guarantee should be taken against 
the possibility of the criminal’s ever doing 
any more work in the rebel ranks. Our gov- 
ernment must make itself a terror to the mis- 
creants, or it will be their scorn and derision. 
All along they haye been mocking it by 
their words and their acts, and they are 
doing so still as far as they dare. The pre- 
scribed punishment of those discharged from 
prison under oath and a second time takes in 
aims is heath. That awful punishment should 
be inflicted. In mercy to our own people 
suffering so dreadfully from this rebellion and 
all the thousand accompanying treacheries, 
perfidies, and perjuries, it should be inflicted. 
We do not assert that all rebels recaptured 
under such circumstances should be put to 
death, though even that might be the most 
expedient and just and really humane policy 
that could be adopted. But at the least a 
large portion of the njiscreants should be ex- 
ecuted as a warning example to others. The 
guilty should at least be decimated or doubly 
decimated ; one in ten or one in five should 
be shot or bung; and any not thns sent to 
their doom should be kept in close confine- 
ment upon a diet of bread and water for the 
rest of the war. 

These suggestions will be called heartless 
ODly by those whose hearts are in the rebel- 
lion. 

The government cannot endure per- 
manently half slave and half free," said Mr. 
Lincoln. “A Union between free States and 
slave States is impossible,” responded Jeff 
Davis. Now rebs, if we put down all such of 
our fellows as think with Old Abe and you 
put down all such of yours as think with Old 
Jeff, no doubt we and you will be able to get 
along very well together again. Let’s try it.

^^cmethino About Artillerv. — T he nseof 
heavy guns of great calibre to batter in breach 
walls of forts at long range is one of the re- 
sults of the present war. Much stress is laid 
upon it, and some writers in popular maga- 
zines go so far as to say that a single iron- 
clad could take New York with its present 
defences. Now this, to an ordinary thinker, 
is 6iraply absurd; for while there is a limit 
to the weight of guns an iron-clad can carry, 
and a limit to the thickness of her iron plating, 
there is none to the weight of the guns and 
projectiles we can mount ia our forts; none 
to the thickness of plating which we can use 
upon walls on land. The walls of both Fort 3 
Sumpter and I’ulaski are of brick, and it is 
by do means certain that two hundred pound- 
er Parrotts would have the same effect upon 
the immense blocks of granite of which the 
fort in Hampton Roads is being constructed 
as they have had upon the bricks of Sumpter 
and Pulaski. 

It may be interesting to describe the pro- 
cess of casting one of the two or three hun- 
dred pounder Parrotts used by Gen. Gilmore, 
or the fifteen inch guns we are mounting on 
our seacoast forts. They are cast hollow by a 
process invented by Captain Rodman, of the 
Ordnance Bureau, and now generally used for 
all very heavy artillery. This method of cast- 
ing gives a crust to the inside of the gun, and 
makes the strength perhaps double of that of 
guns bored out by the old process. The plan 
is to cool the gun from the inside by making 
the mould with a hollow core, the core form- 
ing the bore of the gun. Into and down this 
hollow core a tube js passed, which carries a 
stream of cold water to the bottom of the 
core, and during the cooling of the immense 
mass of iron which it takes to make a fifteen 
inch gun, this stream is kept flowing to the 
bottom of the core, and after it is heated 
by contact with the metal it flows 

ont at the top. At the same time 

a fire is kept up outside of the gun mould — 
which prevents that side from cooling rapidi- 
ly. The effect is that the thin tube of iron next 
the cone is first cooled ; it contracts on the cone 
like the tire of a wheel around the felloes; 
then the next tube of iron to this becomes 
cooled, and contracts on the first — if we can 
fancy the whole gun composed of tubes around 
each other— a third is cooled and contracted, 
and so on the whole gun becomes cooled ia 
such order as to give all the iron its maximum 
strength. Any one can see how much better 
this mode of cooling must be than to have the 
whole mass a solid lump cooled from the out- 
side where the first part cooled contracts upon 
the part still melted, and when the parts or 
successive inner tubes in cooling have to ad- 
here to the outer or larger tubes around them, 
and thus in becoming attached to a larger 
surface than their own, the particles of cooling- 
iron are separated instead of being pressed to- 
gether as in the Rodman process. 

The fifteen inch guns now in use are shaped 
something like a huge soda-bottle — weight 
about fifty thousand pounds; the solid shot 
weighs nearly five hundred pounds; the shells 
about three hundred and fifty. They are 
mounted on iron carriages, and eight men c in 
work them when mounted on shore. In the 
monitors they are worked by machinery, the 
gun turning with the turret, and being aimed, 
not by a line marked on the gun, but by a 
small tube with cross hair-sights, which is 
bored through the turret in a vertical plane, 
exactly parallel to the vertical planes of the 
gun as it is fixed on the floor of the turret, so 
that when the cross hairs of this little tube are 
aimed at an object the gun is aimed side by 
side with them, just as when one barrel of a 
double barrelled gun is aimed at an object, 
the other is aimed at a point adjoining; so 
that in aiming one of the monitor guns the 
Donkey engine turns the turret at it. 

The powder now used for very hea'vy guns 
is also a curiosity, and for which we are in- 
debted to Captain Rodman. The grains are 
about as large as hazle or hickory nuts, irreg- 
ular in shape like little pieces of chalk, but as 
hard as the stone of a date. This powder 
burns slowly and is very strong, without the 
tendency to burst the gun, which fine and 
quick powder would have. A very extended 
notice might be written about heavy artillery, 
on which subject many books have been writ- 
ten, hut enough has been said to show the 
reason why it is that brick walls can be crum- 
bled at a mile and a half off now, when in 
former sieges the breaching batteries had to be 
established just on the other side of the ditch 
when the fort or town had a ditch, or at most, 
not to exceed two or three hundred yards dis- 
tance. 

It seems scarcely credible that the 
rebel Government, maddened by the bad ex- 
ample of the Federal Government, really con- 
templates the enlistment or conscription of an 
army of negroes, promising them freedom 
when the war is over. The rebel Government 
has done several insane things, but this would 
be the insanest of all. Surely the rebels, if 
they will allow themselves a moment’s reflec- 
tion, cannot but know that it would in any 
event bring ruin upon their cause and upon 
their section. 

In the first place, the rebels cannot arm and 
equip an army of negroes. In the second 
place, even if they could do this, placing arms 
in their hands and accustoming them to mili- 
tary life would bring, especially after the 
black multitude should get a taste of blood, a 
horrible peril upon Southern society. Ne- 
groes thus situated, and feeling their impor- 
tance and their power, would not wait till the 
end of the war or even for a specified number 
of years or months before asserting their 
equality and the equality of their families. 
And, in the third place, the adoption of the 
extraordinary and most fatuitous measure 
would, as a matter of course, involve, even in 
the present contemplation of the rebel author- 
ities, the utter and speedy destruction of the 
institution of slavery and thus the consum- 
mation of the cherished designs of the worst 
and most atrocious enemies that the South 
ever had. 

Every species of ingenuity is resorted 
toby the British to build as blockade runners 
for the rebels the fastest kind of steam ves- 
sels, and so to build them that they may en- 
dure the fire of our blockading fleets without 
much injury. The latest novelty of this kind 
is a steamer originally designed to run on the 
Mersey river, between Liverpool and East- 
ham, as a pleasure boat. She has been 30 al- 
tered with a view to “resist the rough 
salutations generally dealt out to blockade- 
runners by the Yankee squadrons,” as a Brit- 
ish journalist phrases it, she “has been fitted 
with an cuter shell or coat of timber below the 
water line. The space between this and the 
vessel herself can be filled with cotton, which, 
it is considered, will effectually resist the 
Yankee missiles. To obviate the danger of 
ignition, this space can be filled with water 
immediately without in the least disturbing 
the crew or injuring the cargo.” This cun- 
ningly adapted vessel is called the Alliance, 
and has a speed, they say, of twenty miles an 
hour. 

The despatches from Morris Island a 
day or two ago mad^the queer annunciation 
that Gilmore’s troops had dug about 70 rebel 
riflemen ont of their rifle-pits and made them 
prisoners. This is surely a novelty in war- 
fare. Are Beauregard’s riflemen foxes or 
woodchucks that they had to be dug out of 
their holes with spade, hoe, shovel, and pick- 
axe? Why were they not burned out, smoked 
cut, or stunk out with a little Greek fire?

Charles Restaurant $50 for mares, three years 
old and under; Mr. Shockency $75 for geld- 
ings, four years old and upward, all to trot in 
harness; and Walker’5 Exchange gives $50 
for a pacing ring for horses, mares, and geld- 
ings. In all cases, two or more entries are 
requisite to make a speed ring. The daily 
awards and the time will not be officially de- 
clared until the last day of the State Fair, and 
when they are proclaimed, there will be a 
grand display of all the competing stock in 
the amphitheatre, which will be an interesting 
sight. 

There will be sales of stock at midday, daily, 
by Marshal Alfriend, in the amphitheatre, and 
we think this will have the effect to bring a 
large number of valuable animals on the 
ground.

The 
Grand Jury of that county subsequently 
found a true bill of murder, and he was ar- 
rested and sent here for safe keeping. He was 
yesterday taken out of jail on a writ of habeas 
corpus, and the evidence in the case partially 
heard. It will probably be concluded to-day. 

gjgg - 1. L. Clemons was arrested in Leba- 
non, Kentucky, yesterday, charged with the 
murder of Dickerson at Franklin, Indiana. 
He was arrested at the instance of a despatch 
from officer Priest, of this city, to the authori- 
ties of that place. A requisition is here from 
the Governor of Indiana, and, as soon as he 
arrives, which will probably be to-day, he 
will be sent to the scene of the murder for 

trial. . 

Prisoners Arrived.— Twenty-five prison- 
ers of war arrived on the Nashville train last 
night. Twenty-six are on their way to be ex- 
changed, and Wm. Sainey, a citizen of Ohio, 
inadvertantly taken up as a deserter, is being 
forwarded to the Adjutant-General of his 
State. Lieut. H. W. Morgan, of “Morgan’s 
Scouts,” Capt. Henry Baker, of the Regular 
C. S. A., and L. P. Jones, commissary-ser- 
geant, Tenth Alabama Cavalry, are the only 
rebel officers in the number. 

Jgfgr The Sheriff of Daviess county was in 
the city yesterday, having in charge a thief 
named Job Brady, who has been sentenced to 
the penitentiary at Frankfort for two jears 

for stealin g a watch. 

Arrival of Prisoners. — Twenty-three 
rebel prisoners arrived on a late train on the 
Louisville and Frankfort railroad last even- 
ing. They were transferred to the Military 
Prison, where they will await exchange. 

Ground was broken near Danville on 
Monday morning for the railway extension of 
the Lebanon Branch. The work will be 
pushed forward with great energy. 

Mr. C. C. Spencer sold at auction yes- 
terday afternoon three lots on Kentucky 
Btreet, near Second, for $20 per foot. Mr. Jas. 
P. Hall was the purchaser. 



Another Horrid Massacre by Negro 
Soldiers. — T he'St. Louis Republican of Sun- 
day says it has unquestionable authority for 
the truth of the statement given below — hor- 
rible as it may seem to those who call ours 
the age of Christianity and civilization. We 
give it in the words of the writer: 

“On Tuesday night, the 25th ult , a party of 
thirty-eight negro Boldiers murdered nine 
peaceable citizens in cold blood. The facts 
are as follows, and were related to me by Mr. 
A. M. Gwin, a planter residing at Brunswick 
Point, Mississippi: * 

“The party of negroes got to the Hill place 
about eleven o'clock at night, and arrested 
Mr. Sims and Mr. Hill. They took them with 
them and proceeded to Mr. Fore’s, arriving 
there at sun up, arrested him, and started up 
Deer Creek. When a short distance above 
Mr. Fore’s place, the prisoners were ordered to 
stand on the side of the road. When Mr. Fore 
saw they were to be shot he sprang into the 
cane; at that instant the prisoaers were fired 
upon. Mr. Sims and Mr. Hill fell dead. Mr. 
Fore was shot through the shoulder. They 
proceeded up the creek to Mr. Clark's place, 
and killed him at b>s house. They next went 
to Mr. Johnson’s and killed him in the pres- 
ence of his wife. They next shot Mr. Chaney. 
They then returned down the creek. The 
negro in charge of the squad ordered that 
nothing should be taken from any of the places. 

“Mr. Fore made his way in great suffering to 
the river. A negro man from the Hunt plan- 
tation gave the information of what occurred 
after Mr. Fore made bis escape. 

“The wives of the murdered men are at their 
homes unprotected. Four more were mur- 
dered by the same party before they arrived 
at Hill’s plantation, on their way up; their 
names I did not learn. All the negroes were 
in full unifoim and armed with muskets, and 
pistols in their belts.” 

Deer creek is in Issaquena county, Miss., 
and empties into Y azoo river at Haines's Bluff. 

g©“ The Cincinnati Gazette of Tuesday 3ays 
that the recent fight between the Federal 
forces under General Averill and the rebels 
under Jones, in the Kanawha Valley, is rep- 
resented as very severe. Parties just arrived 
at Wheeling from the scene of action make the 
following statement: 

Averill, with from 2,000 to 3,000 men, at- 
tacked Jones’s forces near White Sulphur, and, 
after a hotly contested fight, Averill ran out 
of ammunition, and was compelled to fall 
back. 

The Federal loss is put down at from 200 to 
£00, and that of the Confederates at about the 
fame figure. Captain William Parker, of the 
Eighth Virginia, was shot from his horse and 
seriously if not fatally wounded. Maj. M’Nul- 
ly, of the Second Virginia, was seriously 
wounded. Lieutenant French, of company E, 
Second Virginia, was shot through the knee. 
Capt. Ewing (artillery) was shot through the 
side. 

The Fourteenth Pennsylvania suffered a 
heavy loss, as it was exposed to the hottest 
of the battle. Colonel Schoolmaker was 
killed. 

Averill captured the Highland county court, 
which was in session at the time, and destroy- 
ed the saltpetre works. 

It is thought Jones intends making a raid 
into Kanawha Valley. He has been heavily 
reinforced, and his command now numbers 
seven to eight thousand. 

A New Grain Elevator at Detroit. — T he 
Michigan Central Railroad Company are about 
to erect a very extensive grain elevator at De- 
troit. Its dimensions will be one hundred and 
ninety-three feet four inches in length, by 
seventy-seven feet six inches in width. The 
height to the summit of the cupola will be ODe 
hundred and twenty-eight feet. The bins will 
te eighty in number, with a depth of fifty-five 
feet each. The planking of the bin3 will be 
preserved from decay by a new and improved 
process. From the ground to the bottom of 
the bins the building will be constructed of 
stone and brick; the roof will be covered 
with slate, an improvement which has been 
introduced at Buffalo, and is considered a val- 
uable one. The building is to be erected on 
the dock, just below the site of the present 
elevator, and will be a prominent object in 
that locality, and not devoid of architectural 
beauty. 

Emigrant Travel. — T he Harrisburg Union 
says: “The following statement shows the 

Dumber of emigrants that have passed over 
the Pennsylvania Central Railroad during the 
fast seven months: January, 545; February, 
460; March 950; April, 1,450; May, 2,000; 
June, 1,600; July, 1,855— making a total of 
8,955. During the same period in 1862 the 
number of emigrants amounted to only 5,400. 
During the present year 6,725 of the emi- 
grants went to points west of Pittsburg, and 
generally to the far Western States and Ter- 
ritories. In 1852 only 3,788 of the travellers 
went west of Pittsburg. The increase in 1863 
is supposed to be attributable to the Home- 
stead law passed at the last session of Con- 
gress.” 

Pec/' The fine Hour mill of Postel & Co., at 
Mascautah, Illinois, valued at $40,000, was to- 
tally destroyed by fire on the 21st ultimo. 
Five thousand bushels of wheat and five hun- 
dred barrels of flour were burned with the 
mill. The fire caught accidentally, though 
great care had been taken in the construction 
of the edifice to guard against such mishaps. 
We learn that there was only $15,000 insur- 
ance on the building in the Hanford company 
and Alton Mutual.

Tuenton, Ga., Sept. 8. 

The army crossed Raccoon Mountain unob- 
structed, and advanced ten miies from Chatta- 
noepa, with the infantry concentrated ready 
for action. The enemy’s position and move- 
ments are doubtful. 

Crittepden reports them at Chattanooga 
fifty thousand strong. Their cavalry is re- 
treating rapidly toward Atlanta. 

Wilder is opposite Chattanooga, and reports 
tbe rebels busy night and day building pon- 
toon boats. it is thought that thev intend to 
move north, attack and overwhelm Burnside, 
push upon Nashville, or go to Kentucky’ 
threatening the communications of this army,’ 
thus forcing it to fall back. Failing to defeat 
Burnside, it is thought they will retreat to 
Richmond, reinforce Lee, and fall on Meade. 

Neeley and Wood reconnoitred on the Look- 
out Mountain yesterday and found the front 
strongly picketed. An attempt to cross will 
be strongly opposed. This range only sepa- 
rates the opposing forces. There is a general 
opinion that a great battle must soon ensue. 

The Chattanooga Rebel of the 4th inst. says 
Burnside attacked London on the 3d inst. 
The rebels destroyed the bridge and moved. 
Forrest burnt his own train. 

The Rebel of the 5th inst. calls on Governor 
Brown of Georgia to assume command of the 
State militia in the impending conflict. 

Capt. White, of the 4th Georgia cavalry, 
was shot at Chattanooga on Friday as a de- 
serter and spy. Capt. Rhoades, of the same 
regiment, was shot, and all regimental officers 
ot the 4th Georgia reduced to tbe rank3 the 
same day, for encouraging deserters and aiding 
conscripts to escape. 

Neeley’s reconnoissance succeeded admira- 
bly. He pot on to Lookout Mountain, and 
new holds it, strongly supported.

:eaders this morning a fn!l telegraphic report. 
A heavy storm was prevailing East, and the 
lines were interrupted early last night. Hence 
our usual morning report failed to reach us, 
and we are compelled to omit it.

A Reckless General.— General Payne, of 
Illinois, commands a brigade in the Army of 
the Cumberland, composed of Illinois and 
Ohio troops. A soldier of the 79th Ohio sends 
to the Dayton Journal the following in refer- 
ence to this officer: 

One day a wealthy old lady, whose planta- 
tion was in the vicinity of the camp, came in 
and inquired for General Payne. When the 
commander made his appearance, the old 
lady, in warm language, at once acquainted 
him with the fact that his men had stolen her 
last coop full of chickens, and demanded their 
restitution or their value in currency. 

“I am sorry for you, madam,” replied the 
General; “but I can’t help it. The fact is, 
madsm, we are determined to squelch out the 
rebellion if it takes every d— d chicken in 
Tennessee!” 

This exhibition of utter recklessness of 
means for the accomplishment of a purpose, 
which the old lady deemed most foul, tempo- 
rarily deprived her ot the power of speech, 
and she passed from the presence of the Gen- 
eral without asserting her right to “tbe last 
wjid.” 

The Northeastern Fortifications. — The 
following is from the Boston Traveller of the 
31st of August: 

Not a long time will now elapse before the 
fortifications of Boston harbor will be fully 
defended against attacks from iron-clads and 
other vi ssels by the mounting of a large num- 
ber ot ID-inch Rodman gnns. The Govern- 
ment agents are now hard at work in the 
preparations for mounting these guns, a num- 
ber of which, cast at Alger's foundery, have 
already been landed on the forts of the har- 
bor. The carriages of these guns, which are 
monuments of skill and ingenuity, were 
manufactured at the Watertown Arsenal. It 
is stated that the cost of mounting oae of 
these monstrous masses of iron upon the car- 
riages will be between four and five hundred 
dollars.

Blockaoe Breaking. — Mr. Seward will en- 
vy Mr. Bovill the opportunity he enjoyed in 
the Assize Court ot Croydon, on Monday last, 
of cross examining the charterer of the Peter 
toff. Of course, Mr. Seward knows very well, 
in a general way, how these matters are man- 
aged. People like to back their opinions and 
ltuuei their sympathies profitable; and they 
make a purse, ana they choose a swift ship, 
and they stuff her hold with gunpowder and 
quinine, and other articles equally contraband 
for their power to kill and their power to cure; 
and then they get a desperate crew, a daring 
captain, and a shrewd supercargo, and away 
she goes, to break the blockade it she can, to 
get to Matamoras if she mast, or to land her 
combustibles at some conveniently proximate 
port, if every other attempt fails. Mr. Sew- 
ard knows all this; but ne ther he nor Mr. 
Adams have been able to get at the details of 
these arrangements. Mr. Adams is kept in 
such Egyptian darkness that it is said the very 
ship to which he had actually granted that fa- 
mous pass to Matamoras had just been taken, 
and found to be crammed with contraband of 
war. Mr. Sew »rd cannot be expected to know 
any more than Mr. Adams knows; bat he 
might hare got a good deal of information 
out of that Mr. Kahnweiler, “of Frankfort, 
and of WilnsiDgton in the Confederate States 
of America,” who was discontented with the 
ultimate appropriation of some saltpetre and 
sulphur, which he had destined for Charleston, 
but which bad arrived at New York. Mr. 
Kahnweiler, in the witness box, would have 
told a much more interesting story under the 
cross-examination of Mr. Seward than he did 
under that of Mr. Bovill, who confined him- 
self, naturally, to the case of his own client, 
an individual who, as a brother blockade- 
breaker, would not find his interest in unae- 
ctesary revelations . — London Times. 

A Judge Hanged for Mcrdkr. — Cyrus 
Tater, formerly Probate Judge for Lykins 
(now Miami) county, Kansas, was huug for 
the murder of a man near the city of Omaha, 
in June last. The circumstances, as we learn 
them from R. Crozier, Esq , who to-day re- 
turned from a business tour up the river, are 
as follows: Mr. Tater was at Pike's Peak, and 
desired to return to Kansas. He had no money 
to pay bis passage, but made an arrangement 
witn a man who was returning to Omaha to 
carry him to that city. When near that place, 
Tater murdered the man, took his money, and 
threw the body in the river. He then pur- 
chased a quantity of goods, and had prepared 
to return to Pike’s Peak with the murdered 
man’s team. Suspicions were directed against 
him, a search made for the missing man, and 
the body found in the river. Tater was ar- 
rested, tried, found guilty, and on Friday last 
was executed. 

Mr. Tater sustained a good character while 
in Kansas. He was Probate Judge of his 
county, and was engaged in milling and the 
dry goods business at Ossawattomie just be- 
fore ne left the State. He became involved 
with his creditors, and to retrieve his fortunes 
he made a trip over the plains. The news of 
his fate will be received by his former ac- 
quaintances with sadness and regret, that a 
man with a character sustained by him, while 
a citizen of Kansas, should be guilty of so 
horrible a crime . — Leavenworth Bulletin. 

A Terrible Affair near Goshen, Ohio — 
We. learn from Major C. G. Megrue the par- 
ticulars of a dreadful affair which occurred on 
Saturday last neat Goshen. The particulars 
are that on that evening a small crowd of 
“butternuts” had assembled in the vicinity of 
the town, and four of them resolved that in 
fulfilment of a previous threat they would 
“clean out” a negro tenant living on the farm 
of a Mis. Smizer. They accordingly set out 
on their journey, and arrived after dark. The 
negro had learned of their coming, and pro- 
vided himself with a double-barreled shot- 
gun for the purpose of defending his domicile. 

As they approached making hostile demon- 
strations, he fired upon them, killing a.man 
named Williams, residing near Newtown, and 
another named Marion Shields, formerly a 
soldier in the Federal army. The attack be- 
ing continued, and the ammunition oi the de- 
fence being exhausted, the negro seized a skil- 
let, with which he 30 belabored bis third an- 
taganist as to place him hors de combat. The 
fourth took to his heels, and made good his 
retreat.— Cin. Times, 7th.

OUB NEW ORLEANS CORRESPONDENCE. 

New Orleans, August 29, 1863. 

The “dogs of war ’ yesterday belched forth 
a grand salute in honor of the arrival of Com- 
modore or Admiral Porter. 

Yesterday, also, the steam transport Ken- 
nett, crowded with soldiers, started for Port 
Hudson; others will probably follow. Gen. 
D. H. Hill (Confederate) is said to be march- 
ing for that point, and therefore, report says, 
reinforcements for the garrison. I am in- 
clined to believe, however, that the true reason 
for sending these troops is to keep the negro 
soldiers — Sie only ones there — in proper sub- 
jugation, as 1 have heard they “rule the roost ’ 
most prodigiously ! And, apropos of negroes, 
they carry things with a high hand here 
now. A white man is considered as 
respectable as a negro- if he behave3 him- 
self unutually quiet, orderly, and sub- 
missively. Squads continually peram- 
bulate the streets and bring into the depots ali 
thote hesitating er unwilling to fight for that 
much-abused boon, liburty. No negro has 
been safe from their clutch, and now, since the 
“Corps d'Afrique” order, which I believe has 
been rent you, there will be a general impress- 
ment of the able-bodied but not unwashed and 
unterrified. Public meetings of negroe3 is no 
unusual occurrence — they meet anywhere, ev- 
erywhere, deliberate gravely on “matters of 
l ortance,” and send rockets kiting through 
the air by way of interlude. The negro sol- 
diers cot on duty carry their side-arms and a 
revolver or knife as an additional implement 
— these latter they conceal, however. Night 
before last a negro let his “shootin’ iron” go 
off in a bouse and nearly blew the face off a 
little white girl from her proximity to the 
weapon. White men cannot carry weapons 
of any description. 

A great city is New Orleans at present, be- 
grimed and black as the devil's soul is said to 
be. Why, even the bronze statues (that were) 
of the immortal Harry of the West, and the 
hero of Cbalmette, have become as black as 
my coat or the ink I write — in keeping with 
the sable character of the surroundings — 
seeming blaekamoorsl 

The Western troops here now cannot toler- 
ate the “nigger sojers,” and “give them fits” 
on every conceivable occasion. I am told 
that even the New England troops had to be 
removed from above to below the city, as the 
Wes'ern boys could not stomach the smell of 
codfish and onions! Great boys are those 
same Western chaps. They are as full of fun 
as they are of genuine bravery and endurance, 
and I regret very much that all of them are 
not in a condition to enjoy themselves." The 
small-pOx, though not to an alarming extent, 
is prevailing at one of the camps, with the 
best prcspects, however, of its spread being 
prevented. 

I believe my .letters have informed you of 
two gteal expeditions having their principal 
base here— one for Mobil*, the other for 
Texas. Your readers wilt not, of course, con- 
sider me as speaking aemi-officially, or with 
‘ most miraculous organ,” if I undertake to 
ventilate a few particulars regarding the ex- 
pedition against that State its citizens 
claimed before the war as the Empire State 
of the South; though I always considered 
Georgia as entitled to that appellation. 

Well, I predict the Federal forces, the greet 
bulk of them, will be transported on boats 
around to Berwick’s Bay, although the Ope- 
lousas Railroad has a clear track to Brashear 
City; that the troops will not be landed at the 
Bay, but at Courte Blanche, fifteen miles from 
franklin, bordering on Grand Bay; that 
heavy skirmishing will take place near Alex- 
andria, on Red river, and the great fight be- 
yond. This for the reason that the successor 
of Dick Taylor, Gen. Green, has 30,000 Con- 
federates at the Bay (I don’t believe has 5,000), 
Kirby Smith 15,000 at Alexandria, Gen. Rus- 
sell 10,000 or more at Lake Providence, Price 
not far off in Arkansas and Magrader in Tex- 
as with no inconsiderable forces of men. The 
Confederates will unite beyond Alexandria, 
end there the United States and Confederate 
forces will “again meet at Phillippi.” What 
tbe preparations are here, the number of men, 
guns, etc., yonr deponent cannot say, else 
place his “inestimable privileges” in jeopardy. 

Parties arrived in the city yesterday state 
that GeD. Osterfcaus’s division has met with 
disaster in Mississippi, and himself captured. 
I cannot say that it is reliable— on the con- 
trary, do not believe it. 

Nothing in the papers this morning (Satur- 
day, 29lb), of the slightest importance. 

Last Sunday a flag of truce was sent to 
Braebenr City from tbe apposite side of the 
Buy, with a demand for the surrender of Bra- 
sbtar City. The reply to the Confederates 
wa3 ‘ Come and take it” It has not been 
taken. Brashear has since been strengthened 
by additional troops and 18.beavy guns. 

The John Raine came down on the 27th, 
and was fired on by guerillas 12 miles above 
Bayou Sara on the Orleans side of the bank, 
by which one man was 3hot through the lungs 
and killed and thirteen wounded. The John 
Raine is one of that class of war vessels fixed 
up to compose a "marine brigade,” as you al- 
ready knew. It is not believed that unarmed 
and unprotected river boats, pursuing lawful 
traffic, will be molested. SCHE3IS.

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad being 
nnable to obtain sufficient labor to supply 
tbe toad with the. quantity of firewood re- 
quired to do government business, it becomes 
necessary to impress five hundred (500) ne- 
groes from tbe negro pcpulatiou er the 
counties-through which the road passes, and 
in which the firewood is required. By di- 
rection of Department Headquarters, the draft 
is to be made in the same manner as directed 
by Genera! Orders No. 41, from these head- 
quarters of August 10th. The commander of 
the post at Russellville will impress the ne- 
groes in Logan and Todd counties, and 
the commander ot the post at Bowling Green 
will impress the negroes in Warren 
and Simpson counties. The commaad- 
er ot the post at Munfordville will im- 
press the negroes in Hart, BarreD, and 
Hardin counties, and they are hereby charged 
with the execution of this order. 

The authorities of the railroad company are 
to inform tbe commanders of said posts of the 
quantity of wood required in each locality, 
and the number of men and teams required 
to get out the same. The men and teams im- 
prt 6sed shall be placed in charge of the rail- 
road company, who shall pay the owners of 
the same a reasonable compensation for the 
services rendered. U pon the proper certificate 
of tbe railroad company’s officer exemption 
shall be given to the negroes of those parties 
who have agreed to furnish the railroad com- 
pany with firewood, also to tho3e who may 
prefer to hire their negroes to parties having 
a contract with the railroad company for the 
delivery of wood. For every 20 cords of fire- 
wood to be delivered by contract per month, 
one negro shall be exempted. Negroes im- 
pressed under this order shall also be exempt- 
ed from work on military railroads in other 
parts of the State, for which a draft will be 
made hereafter. The railroad company shall 
have the right to use any wood along the line 
of the railroad by paying to the owners there- 
of a fair compensation. This order is 
also applicable to the counties of Bullitt, 
Nelson, and Jefferson, and Lieut. Col. J. N. 
Stiles, 63d Indiana volunteers, commanding 
at Shepherdsville, is charged With the execu- 
tion of it in those connties.

IV. In order that the impressment may not 
hinder and materially injure the cultivation 
ot and the harvesting and gathering of the 
crops for the subsistence of the country, it is 
ordered that when a citizen has but one male 
negro laborer, he will not be impressed under 
this order. In case a person has more than 
one and less than tour, one is to be impressed. 
In case a person has four male laborers and
